THE OLO HuOODS RECALLED 


Five I hoUSU lid People Hear Sueeeh 
at the Comanche Comity 
Fair. 


Lawton, Okla., Sept. 15.—Before an 
audience of 5,000 people at the an­ 
nual Comanche county fair here this 
afternoon, Governor C. N. 
Haskell 
delivered a scholarly and exhaustive 
‘ analysis of the New Roosevelt,” as 
he termed it, the promised answer to 
the attack made upon him recently 
by Col. Theodore Roosevelt at Osawa­ 
tomie, Kansas, when the ex-president 
declared that while the nation’s chief 
executive, he directed 
his attorney 
general to prosecute friend and foe 
^ ik e whether it be "a republican sen 
ator from Oregon or a democratic 
governor of Oklahoma.” 
The governor 
took 
up 
in effec­ 
tive detail the record of Col. Roose­ 
velt's administrative acts 
while in 
the New York legislature, as gover­ 


nor of the empire state, and as pres­ 
ident and comparing them with the 
theories of government advanced by 
him 
in 
recent speeches, 
indicated 
that the Roosevelt of today is a com­ 
plete conversion of the Roosevelt In 
office. 


The Roosevelt of today announces 
as his theories of government that 
which in 18% he condemned in dem­ 
ocratic leaders,” said the governor. 
‘He proclaims as his policies stand­ 
ards of government which are writ­ 
ten in the constitution of Oklahoma, 
but to which he referred when that 
document was presented to him as 
a matter on which his opinion w’as 
unfit to print. He poses as the ad­ 
ministrator of the square deal, but 
when like evidence in the sam e in­ 
vestigation is brought against a re 
publican 
politician of Ohio and 
a 
democratic governor of Oklahoma, he 
leaves unaccused the Ohio republi­ 
can and 
prosecutes the Oklahoma 
democrat.” 


The governor was introduced by 
State Senator J. Elmer Thomas, Sen­ 
ator Gore who was to introduce him 
having left last night for Washing­ 
ton. 


Notwithstanding the abstractions of 
county fair attractions, the immense 
crowd on the grounds listened with 
interested attention. The speech is 
regarded by friends of the governor 
here as his greatest platform effort 
since governor of the state. 
Hun­ 
dreds of visitors from over the state 
heard him. 


Commenting on principles announc­ 
ed by Colonel Roosevelt in his Kan­ 
sas City speech, the governor en 
deavored to show the former pres­ 


ident as insincere, and said he has 
suffered an entire change of thought 
since 
his 
presidential 
term 
expir­ 
ed. Of Roosevelt s comment on Unit­ 
ed States supreme court, he said: 
it is not building for the wel­ 
fare of our country when the leader 
of 
public 
thought 
breeds 
lack 
of 
respect or contempt for our greatest 
institutions.” 


He said Colonel 
Roosevelt 
had 
stopped prosecutions before the in­ 
terstate 
commerce 
commission 
to 
protect 
Paul 
Morton. 
He 
asserted 
that 
H. 
M. 
Daugherty, 
republican 
lawyer of Columbus,

In each instance when a negro ap­ 
peared at a booth to vote he was 
asked to show proof that his grand­ 
father was a voter, or that he could 
read and write. In such cases the 
applicants were required to read and 
write four pages of the Oklahoma 
constitution. Some of them did this. 
and no further objection was rais­ 
ed. The better class of negroes ad­ 
mitted themselves that the test elim ­ 
inates an undesirable element at the 
polls, and places a premium on ed­ 
ucation among their people. Mtisko- 
gee is the home of A. G. W. Sango, 
the leader of the movement to pre­ 
vent carrying the grandfather clause 
into effect at the November election. 


Trenton. N J., Sept. 1 5 .- Repudiat­ 
ed by the men of his home county 
of Mercer and scathingly scored in 
nominating speeches from other sec­ 
tions of the state, Dr. Woodrow Wil­ 
son, president of Princeton Univer­ 
sity, was today nominated in spite of 
a1! opposition, as the democratic can­ 
didate for governor of New Jersey 
He won by a narrow margin on the 
firm ballot, and the nomination was 
finally made unanimous by the men 
who had been his bitterest oppon­ 
ents. 


While former Senator James Smith 
Jr., the democratic boss of the state, 
looked on with a smile, well satis­ 
fied that he had made good his prom­ 
ises of last night and his prediction 
of months past that the Princeton 
president will be the nominee. It was 
easily the most remarkable conven­ 
tion of recent years. 
The platform, which Dr. Wilson de­ 
clared w’as perfectly satisfactory to 
him. is regarded by the rank anc 
file of the democratic party as a 
milk and water” affair, lacking in 
many of the reform planks that dem­ 
ocrats have for years been insisting 
upon. The plank for primary elec­ 
tion reform is especially disappoint­ 
ing. This was passed upon by Dr 
Wilson after he had refused to stand 
for a demand for the extension of the 
direct primary scheme to the nomi­ 
nation of governor and congressman. 
The one good thing accomplished 
by the convention, according to those 
*ho fail to see anything good in 
the naming of Dr. Wilson, was the 
abolition of the unit rule of voting.

This amount the latter tribes 
allege should be given them as dam­ 
ages for inroads"m ade In th e ir 'ter­ 
ritory by Comanches during the years 
immediately following the civil war. 
The claims are not newt In fact 
they have been up befpre th§, depart­ 
ment before and were investigated 
and finally dropped. 
The - Chicka­ 
saws and Choctaws, however, havft 
employed S. H. Kelly as their attor­ 
ney and he state* that ttje claims 
are just and will be allowed by the 
government when the facts are made 
plain. Federal 
Attorney Crick was 
here to represent the Comanches. De­ 
positions were taken among the old­ 
er Comanches and chiefs, all of whom 
denied the claims. 
The 
Chickasaws 
and 
Choctaws 
claim that during 
the 
years 
1866, 
1867. 1S68. the Comanches came over 
Into their territory, now the vicin­ 
ity of Chickasha and Comanche, and 
drove off their cattle and commit­ 
ted depredations of various kinds, all 
of which have been recounted in a 
lengthy petition for damages. 
It was 
stated that several hundred members 
of the Chickasaws and Choctaws had 
enlisted in the southern army, many 
had been killed and wounded, h av ­ 
ing the tribe in a crippled apd de­ 
fenseless shape. Taking advantage of 
their Condition, the 
injured 
tribes 
claim, the Comanches, then unsettled 
and wild, raided their reservations 
and inflicted damage which they es­ 
tim ate at $700,000.

DENISON PLEASED WITH 


SOME ANTI-SALOON TALK 
THE RIGHT TO SELL WHISKY 


Our 
government—practically 
all 
governments—recognize the fact that 
no person has the right to sell in­ 
toxicating drinks. 
A man may move 
to town today, and tomorrow' open 
up a meat and meal market, and the 
city officials will not interfere. But 
no man has a right to open up a 
saloon in this or any other town. 
Why? Simply and solely because the 
saloon business is so bad for , the 
town, so antagonistics to the schools 
the churches, the homes, in fact ev­ 
ery inteerst in the town which is 
good, that government does not al­ 
low' any one to have the right to 
run a saloon, any more than it al­ 
lows that some man has the right to 
burn barns and homes. 
No, sir. the 
saloon business is not a legitimate 
business open to all good citizens. It 
is recognized everywhere as a bus­ 
iness of special privilege. As a bus­ 
iness. therefore, it violates that good 
old democratic, Jeffersonian doctrine, 
“ Equal rights to all, and special*priv­ 
ileges to none.” The man wrho sells 
liquor must have a special privilege. 
He is one of a “spec:al few,” w’ho has 
bought the right to ca rry on an “ex­ 
trusive business. At the present time 
he is protected in this special right 
by the government wrho sells it to 
him, and backed by one of the most 
powerful “special interests” in tb s 


Durant is considering the adoption 
of the commission form of govern­ 
ment. To learn of the practical work­ 
ings of the system the editor of the 
Durant Democrat wrote to the may­ 
or of Denison and received the fol­ 
lowing reply:

year. 
“Under this arrangem ent the offi­ 
cials are all answerable to the peo­ 
ple, so that when their term s are 
about to expire, they are apt to lax 
in their duties 
lest 
defeat 
should 
overtake them. 
“The 
mayor 
usually divides the 
council 
into committees 
who take 
charge of different departments, and 
any business arising at the regular 
monthly meetings is referred to the 
proper committee, to be reported on 
at the next meeting. This method 
consumes a month in committee and 
inspires a debate on being reported. 
so that little is ever accomplished 
at a council meeting except the rou­ 
tine w'ork of allowing accounts, lf 
any member is inclined he can jug­ 
gle a subject indefinitely so as to 
delay action, or cause defeat, often­ 
times, from a political motive alone. 
In the commission form there is 
no la itie s. It is all pure business. 
The people elect the mayor and two 
commissioners only. All other offi­ 
cials are appointed by the commis­ 
sioners and hold their offices for no 
definite time. They are liable to b*> 
let out whenever a better man is 
found. If the mayor or commission­ 
ers go oblique the people can call 
them down by a twenty per cent pe­ 
tition. 
“The commission is always in ses­ 
sion, a1 Wrays ready for business. We 
have regular meetings so as to re­ 
port transactions, but any business 
can 
be 
authorized 
without 
one. 
Where a month or six weeks is con­ 
sumed under the old form to arrive
